Soy Beans for Hay 

Soy-bean hay makes a very nutri 
tious feed and is relished by all 
kind* of stock. The chief value of 
the hay lies in it* high content of di- 
gest ilile protein. Feeding experi- 
ments indicate that soy-bean hay is 
fully equal to alfalfa hay. The use 
of this hay. which can be grown on 
the farm, should reduce the quantity 
of feed which is necessary to pur- 



Soy beans may be rut for hay at 
any time from the setting of the seed 
until the leaves begin to turn yellow. 
The crop is best fitted for hay when 
the pods are well formed. Soy-bean 
hay la cured much more readily 
'than cow pea hay. The yield of hay 
ranges from 1 to 3 ton* to the acre, 
and occasionally 4 tons to the acre 
are cut. 

Soy Bean* for Pasture 

The soy bean may often be utilized 
to advantage for pasture for all 
kinds of stock, the most profitable 
method, perhaps, being to pasture 
with hogs, supplementing the corn 
ration. Com and soy beans may be 
grown together and then pastured 
down. In this way the crop la not 
only profitable in feeding value, but 
also in the increase of soil fertility, 
due to the manure and refuse vines. 

Write or call R. T. Dunn. Terrill, 
Ky., for information in regard to hog- 
ging down com and soy beans. He 
did it last year and will report the 
experiment this year. 

Soy Beans for Soiling 

Among soiling crops the soy bean 
has an Important place. Having a 
high protein value, the crop may be 
fed to good advantage with less ni- 
trogenous crops, such as com. sorg- 
hum and millet.

The feeding value of *oy bean seed, 
which contains about 35 per cent of 
protein, is very high and compares 
favorably with other concentrated 
feeds. For feeding to animals the 
seed is ground and used with some 
le»* concentrated feed. Experiments 
comparing soy-bean meal and cotton- 
seed meal indicate that soy bean meal 
is superior to cottonseed meal both 
for milk and butter production. 

When grown for grain alone, soy 
beans may be cut at any time from 
the yellowing of the upper leave* un- 
til all of the lenves have fallen. The 
plants should remain in the field un- 
til the seed is thoroughly cured. In 
harvesting the crop for seed, a self- 
rake reaper or a mower with a bunch- 
ing attachment will do very satisfac- 
tory work. With the taller varieties, 
a self-binder can be used. If only a 
small area is grown, soy beans may 
be cut with a sickle or pulled, tied in 
bundles, and flailed out when thoro- 
ly dry. 

Soy beans may be thrashed with an 
ordinary grain thrasher, with a few 
adjustments. The cylinder should be 
run at one-half the speed used in 
thrashing grain, but at the 
the usual rate should be 
for the rest of the separator. In 
order to prevent splitting the beans, 
some of the concaves should be re- 
moved. Special bean and pea separa- 
tor* are now on the market and do 
very satisfactory work. Soy beans 
may be thrashed in the field with- 
out previous stacking, or they may 
be at* 

later. For the best results soy 
should be thoroughly dry for 
ing; otherwise, much of the seed will 
remain unthrashed. 

Supt. C. E. Houk. Berea College 
Farm, has a large acreage of Soy 
Beans which he expects to harvest 
for seed. Farmer* who are interested 
in seeing his method should make it 
a point to see Mr. Houk and find out 
when he expects to 
Storing Soy 

After the beans are thrashed, they 
should be placed in shallow bins or 
spread out on a floor for a time. The 
massing of large quantities of beans, 
especially if they are not thoroughly 
dry, will cause them to heat, thus 
preventing germination. Under what- 
ever conditions they are stored, the 
seed should be examined occasionally 
to detect any tendency to heat. Soy 
bean* do not retain their germinative 
power as well as cowpeas. Germina- 
tion tests indicate that it is not advis- 
able to sow seed two years old with-

standing within eight feet of him. 

Hy a singular coincidence, the two 
standard hearer* are both Journal- 
ist*. Both were bom and reared on 
n farm, in humble circumstances, an I 
both have secured a competence of 
this world'* good*. Both are in the 
very prime of vigorous manhood. 
Cox i* fifty year* old *ome time dur- 
ing the present year, and Harding 
will he fifty -five on the fateful second 
of Novrmlwr, the election day. Mi 
prominent public career began a little 
earlier than did that «f his rival. 
Both men are ready writers, and both 
speak in public with fluency and 
force. Neither one would be con- 
sidered a* sizing up with the greatest 
statesmen of the past; and yet elthe- 
*eem* to out measure in ability and 
in public experience, at least eight 
or ten previous occupants of the 
Presidential Chair. Harding's chief 
oflktM work ha* been a* a member 
i f the Ohl i State Senate. Lieutenant 
Coventor and I'nited States Senator; 
that of Cox as a short time member 
it Congrei-.. and Governor of hi* 
Ftate. For tha; position he was once 
ele. te.1, then beaten, and afterward 
twice elected. Harding lives happily 
with the wife of his youth, childless; 
Cox was divorced by hi* fir»t wife, 
married again, and ha* one or two 
children. Harding i* connected with 
the Baptist Church of his city and 
is one of it* trustee*; Cox, if not a 
communicant, i* Mated as being an 
attendant upon the Episcopal church. 

Coming to a »omewhat closer per- 
sonal comparison of the candidate*, 
the preference must be declared 
as decidedly in favor of Harding. 
Cox is quicker and more nervous of 
action, Harding easily the more dig- 
nified and impressive. It is becom- 
ing the custom of certain partisans— 
newspaper* and individuals— to laud 



the ability of Cox and to belittle 
Harding a* being of *mall *lxe intel- 
lectually. I am willing to rl»k my 
reputation hy saying that, while Cox 

i« quick of speech, hold in MM*Mh 
and energetic in a marked degree, 
hi* utterance* will he pronounced hy 
the reader of the future a* distinctly 
le«* weighty than tho*e of hi* op- 
ponent. I tru*t that, to the end of 
the campaign, Harding wilt continue 
to maintain hi* *clf -respect hy di«- 
pns«ionately di*cu»*ing question* of 
policy and refraining from personal 
fling* at hi* rival. In the meantime. 
Cox'* stock In trade is chiefly an ap- 
peal to the rabble hy making charge* 
which he cannot suh*tantiate. This 
may capture *nme vote* among tho»e 
who do not hear both sides, but I 
think he underrate* the intelligence 
of the American people. 

Governor Cox i* *o completely fail- 
ing to make good hi* oft -repeated 
charge that the Kepublican* are rais- 
ing a $1 T> .000,000 fund to "buy the 
presidency." that there 1* likely to 
be a recoil upon himself. In one 
speech he admitted that he wished 
hi* party had a* much a« the other. 
The fa' t i* that the legitimate expen- 
se* of Is-ith parties in a presidential 
rampaign are m^cessarily Immense, 
and no one hut a demagogue would 
in that seek for a political argu- 
ment. It certainly little becomes the 
supposed dignity of a Presidential 
candidate. It will be readily admitted 
that either party which, hy a spy | ys- 
tem. should get access to the pri 
vate papers of the other party's 
headquarters might find something 
which could he used a< campaign ma 
terial. In this mntter. it is not best 
for "pot to call the kettle black " 
With the present scale of prices and 
with our voting population doubled 
by the extension of suffrage to 
women, it is quite natural, and really 
a thing to be desired, that the 
amount spent, in the employment of 
speakers and the distribution of in- 
forming literature should be greater 
than ever before. No really thought- 
ful person will jump at the conclu- 
sion that he ought to necessarily 
vote against the party which 



the most money. For Mr. Cox to 
speak of the money gathered by the 
other party a* a "*lu*h fund," to re- 
fer to "war profiteers and others" as 
"trying to buy the presidency." to 
*ay that the Republican leadership 
"ha* «imply gone mad." to mention 
hi* opponent's name and record with 
a sneer, is not a whit less than an 
outrage. 

Cox keep* on the *afe *ide of the 
law hy admitting that Harding In 

hi* innocence doesn't know about the 
alleged "corruption fund." But even 
there he slips in a personal insult by 
intimating that Harding will not 
know much about what will be going 
on around him. if he becomes Presl- 
dent. He unhlushingly charge* that 
Harding will he as putty in the hands 
of the "Senatorial oligarchy." or 
"ring." or "clique," or "gang," or 
"wcret plotter*," who early one morn- 
ing decided upon the Ohio Senator 
a* the candidate. Any one ac- 
quainted with Senator Harding could 
not Imagine him a* retorting by re- 
ference to the combination of those 
Ml with an unsavory record— 
Murphy of Tammany Hall. Tom Tag- 
i-art of Indiana. Jim Nugent of New 
Jersey, and Brennnn of Chicago— 
to "put Cog over" when the contest 
narntwed down to a struggle between 
him and the clean, high toned Mc- 
Adoo. 

All flings of Cox and others at 
"the old guard." may lie classed as 
potty politics. In calling "reaction- 
aries." as if they were criminals, all 
the trained statesmen who see that 
not every wild change proposed Is 
healthy progress, a base slander it 
perpetrated. I shall not ask for 
spare to enlarge upon Cox's known 
partiality towanl the liquor interests. 
I ran only aay that his entire course 
a* a candidate seems that of a poli- 
tician, in the less worthy sense, as 
contrasted with the high-toned utter- 
ance* of Warren G Harding, whom 
my per*onal investigations in his home 
town revealed a* being a model in 
home life, loved by those in hi* em- 
ploy, honored hy his neighbors of 
all parties, and having a talented
